| DANGER OF LOSSES 
FROM. FLUKE. 


IMMEDIATE DOSING ADVISED 


A County Galway ‘correspondent is inclined 
to make light of the warning issued Ly the 
‘Department of Agriculture regarding the 
danger of losses from fluke this season. This 
opinion he probably bases on the present con- 
dition of live stock, but an examination of 
the livers of sheep and’ young cattle go to 
show that infection is generally widespread. 
Not only has it been found among stock on 
moist, low jJands, but: also on high-lying 
lands, which would net normally be aifected. 
Generally speaking, mfection: is: very wide- 
spread, and it is later on, in winter and in 
spring, that deaths will occur. 

The difficulty at present is that animals 
are showing no external signs of the disease. 
People are consequently inclined to be lulled 
into a false sense of security, and if: measures 
are not taken at once to have every animal 
treated the position will probably be much 
worse than in 1924-5. From now until 
Christmas is a particularly. goad time to dose 
animals, because if they are allowed to waste 
anyway seriously treatment will be of little 
avail. When animals are slightly affected 
with liver fluke they improve in condition for 
a time, and then show loss of coiidition and 
anemia, but may eventualy recover. In 
serious cases the liver becomes diseased, and 
in about thrée months after infection there 
is a loss of appetite and condition, swelling 
under the throat, bloodless eyes, weakness 
and diarrhea. Death may take place at any 
time, according to the weather and the treat- 
ment the animal _receivés. 

Treatment of Sheep. 

Treatment consists. in giving two doses’ ol 
Extract of Male Fern on successive mornings 
after fasting overnight (12 hours). kor 
example, sheep may be removed from pasture 
on, say, Monday evening, fasted overnight, 
and given the first dose of the preparation 
on Tuesday morning ; returned. to . pasture, 
and. brought in again on the Tuesday. even- 
ing, fasted overnight, and given the second 
dose on the Wednesday morning. This coum. 
pietes the medicinal treatment. 

Doses (sheep)—It. is important that 
dose should be accurately regulated accori- 
ing to the weight of the sheep, as follows :— 
Small sheep, weighing ‘50 to 75ibs., may 

given one teaspoonful 
Medium size, weighing. 75 to 1101bs., may 
given one and a half teaspoonfuls. 
Large sheep, weighing above 110!bs., may 
given two te. mi : 

The drug should well mixed and shaken 
up in about a wineglassful of warm mil‘, 
oy linseed or ‘ casto* oil. and ‘carefully 
administered. to. the sheep by the mouth. 

It is advisable. that this treatment should 
be repeated every four or six ‘weeks for the 
following reasons :—The ‘small, immature 
flukes which are only on their way.to the

the effects of the drag, and sheep whigh ave 
grazed on low-lying pastures after treatment 
continue to pick up fresh inféction. “ Suoces- 
sive small crops of fluke are thus hkely to 
mature in the liver in due course. These 
second crops are sometimes sufficiently serious 
to arrest the progress made after the first 
treatment, or the sheep may lose ‘condition, 
and the symptoms of anemia and weakness 


rea ppea r. 


By repeating the treatment at intervals oi 
2 month it is possible to keep sheep practi- 
eally free of adult fluke, even where the 
animals Are retained on wet, low-lying 
pastures; thus reducing very considerably the 
number of fluke eggs available for carrying 
cn the life cycle. 

It is recommended that all sheep grazing 
on low-lying, wet pasture should receive treat- 
ment, whether they show symptoms or not. 
After Treatment (Sheep). 

After treatment the sheep should not be 
allowed food or water for two or three hours, 
and should then be returned to pasture on 
high, dry ground, if possible, and given a 
ration of cake or crushed oats, etc. For a 
few days after treatment the sheep may 
“Et dull, lie down a great deal, and show 

kle appetite. Improvement should be 
noticed by the sixth day. It should . Le 
understood, however, that treatment of any 
kind may. not be successful in very ‘acute 
cases, or very chronic .cases, where the 
damage ae to the liver is too extensive to

Cattle. 


Liver fluke disease in young -cattle is often 
complicated with small, round worm infesta- 
tions in the lungs and stomach, and the 
chances of recovery in such cases are not se 
hopeful as in cases where fluke alone in re- 
sponsible for the symptoms. It is recon- 
mended, however, that in all cases of sup: 
posed liver fluke in young cattle, where the 
symptoms include wasting and diarrhea, the 
animals should be treated with Male Fere 
Extract as follows :— 

The animals should be fasted overnicht 
and dosed. on three or four successive morn- 
inga about two hours before food or water. 

[he approximate doses for cattle would 
be the following. according to the weight 
and condition of the animal :— 

Yearlings 2 to 4 teaspoonfuls 

T'wo-year-olds 6 ‘ 

Adults 


After Treatment (Cattle) 


In cold weather the animals should be 
housed and a liberal supply of _nourishing 
food given. In advanced cases good nursing 
and care are essential. to recovery. 


Caution. 


Extract of Male Fern varies very much in 
quality, and. if not of proper quality it is 
useless in the treatment of liver fluke disease. 
Arrangements have, accordingly, been made 


whereby farmers and others may obtain 
supplies of the drug, of which samples have 
been tested at the Department's Veterinary 
Research Laboratory and proved to be fulty 
effective. During the season 1924-25, upwards 
of 3,000 farmers have used this teste! 
specific, and users in all parts of the country 
have testified as to the satisfactory nature 
of the results, 

Supplies of the tested drug may be obtained 
from most country chemists. 

Dosing with carbon tetrachloride has also 
proved very successful. It is advised that 
treatment with this drug should be done 
under the supervision of a qualified veterinary 
practitioner.

A WORLD SHORTAGE. 

It is not often that the work of the 
British ‘Association may be said >to bear 
directly upon that of the Irish farmer, but 
if the paper read at the Association 's meet- 
‘ing in Leeds by Dr. Cramer, dealing with 
the insufficient supply of milk fat at present 
available for the population of Great Britain, 
does not result in an increased demand both 
for milk and butter it will be, either because 
the public are convinced ‘the demand cannot 
be met or because thé’ milk and butter in- 
dustry is. not working its “ publicity ’ 
adequately. The Empire Marketing Board 
would be well advised to take cognisance of 
Dr. Cramer's paper, and Irish farmers may find 
in it some measure of reassurance regarding 
the future of “dairying.*° It is easy and 
natural .to ‘be ‘intimidated’ regarding that 
future, in face of the menace of “world -com- 
petition, but that would be a serious and 
even a fatal mistake for this couritry,. It is 
essential to meet competition. by an improved 
product’ and better organisafion ; hnt, so far 
from lessening our. ‘supplies, - the «policy 
essential to success on our market-points in 
the opposite direction. We should. do- more, 
not less, intensive dairy work .im «Ireland. 
We must’ not be under. the illusion. that 
there. is over-production» on the. British 
market. It has now been proved not only 
that the minimam requirements of our market 
demand: an aggregate mcrease in. production 
of 30 to 40 per cent. in milk and. butter, 
but that there is an actual world shortage of 
the minimam milk and butter ration heid by 
up-to-date science to be essential’ ‘for current 
needs. 


Is lt Worth’Wahdle? . á 

“This: fact should bring encourageihent to 
Ireland at the close of the season, a time 
when it 1s advisable to take stock, Some 
headway was made this sumimer; and we 
believe’ we are at the, beginning of an 1m- 
proved cycle in dairying, although we thave 
still much further headway to make. That ths 
can be ‘done~ we have no doubt at all. 
but it will be difficult,- if not impossible; to 
get it done unless the farmer thinks it 1s 
‘worth while.’’ - And to make it worth ins 
while there are several essential ‘conditibis to 
attend to. In the first place, he is not, and. 
on the whole, he ought not to be, satisfied 
with the price he gets. It. is not good enongh 
to have the Irish average price behind that 
of Denmark or Holland or some Colonial ex 
porters.. Their best butter is no .better than 
ours, not always as good, and our average 
make..should easily command, the, same, price 
as theirs. That*it does not do se js Mirgely 
a matter ‘of inadequate orgeuisation ór Some 
Small imperfection arising on the atgzag 
journey . between the churn sand ‘the + con- 
sumér's table—a journey which, héwever 
devious, ia usualiv. hundreds and oftbn 
thousands of miles: shorter than those of onr 
competitors, .Many of these minor flaws in 
transit or marketing should: be eliminated 
with shortly after the advent oí the mayr- 
keting scheme of the Irish Associated 
Creameries next year. If; however, that or 
any scheme applicable to our conditions! $s 
to be made suceessfullv effective within a 
brief time there are certain’ things the farmer 
must consider in advance, and one of the 
principal of these is the keying un of his 
milking herds to the point at which an 
adequate. cream content is available for 
butter-making. If he fails in this, and finds he 
is not. being recompensed in the price re- 
turned by the creamery for his milk, he need 
not blame the creamery (or the Associated 
Creameries) or anvohe but himself. 

A T'wenty per Cent. Improvement. 

But how far is the extent of stich’ pre- 
ventable losses as arise from: dairy herds 
which give inadequate results known to the 
farmer? Co-operative creameries, milk-test- 
ing associations, instructors' from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and agricultural jour 
nalists (in whose efforts to bring home to in- 
dividual farmers the extent to which thev 
suffer from not weeding-out the cows failing 
to reach a fair average of milk yearly. we 
have frequently . joined) are perhaps 
cleowly increasing ovr. milk production. 
The allied problem, the production of milk 
with a high percentage. of butter fat. also 
needs a big publicity campaign. A few facts 
relating to this subiect will illustrate its im- 
portance. In August a certain Irish creamerv 
turned 42.165 gallons’ of milk into 16,105. 
pounds of butter; another converted 38,911. 
rallons of milk into 17,473 pounds of butter. 
Had the butter fat in the first been equal in 
quantity, gallon for gallon,*with that of the 
second. the butter produced should have 
worked out. at 17,951 pounds. At the price 
at which this butter sold, that would have 
meant over £130 gained on the increase yield 
of 1,846 pounds,, And undoubtedly the re 
sults were reflected in the prices paid to w- 
suppliers in both'cases: in the first 54d 
gallon, in the second 64d. If this result is 
continued throughout the. milking season, it

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CARE OF FARM MACHINERY. 


€onsidering that’. machinery represents a 
fairly high outlay.of farm capital, it is im- 
portant that measures should be taken to pre- 
serve and tycrease the life of each implement. 
On many farms implements and machinery 
suffer more from rust, the result of exposure 
to all kinds of, weather, than to actual wear. 
An implemefi€ shed Should, therefore, be a 
feature of ‘every farm; and all implements 
should be housed when not in use. Mopeover, 
as soon as possible after its services for the 
year are concluded, a máchine should be 
cleaned and painted, if necessary, and all 
repairs, attended to If treated in this way 
machines will give more satisfaction, and have 
their term of usefulness prolonged. 
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TRADE PROSPECTS. 
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It would be very unwise on the part of 
Irish pig breeders to set about reducing their 
stocks now that the price of pork has fallen. 
Market advices indicate that the present low 
range of values are largely due to over-pro- 
duction in Denmark. Finding that. over- 
prodaction. is aot particularly profitable the 
Danes have decided t6 -réeduce their present 
stocks by 20 to 25 per cent. with a favour- 
able reaction on prices. These facts should 
prevent pig breeders in this country from 
becoming pessimistic, because there is almost 
certain to be an improvement: if pork of the 
right quality is marketed.

THE CHANGES, 

The PRESIDENT mentioned that he pro- 
posed to set up a Council of eight Ministers 
with himself.

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary) 
raised an objection to the proposal to 7 
prove of the Ministers named en bloc. e 
wanted again to put forward an objection as 
he did in June to the nomination of Mr. 
McGilligan as Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. His experience of that Minister 
during the last four years was that there 
was no deputy in the House more unfitted. 
from the Labour point of view, to be head 
of that Department than Mr. McGilligan. 

He had no doubt that Mr. MeGilligan 
would be a competent head of any other de- 
partment, but Mr. McGilligan had not had 
the least grasp of the position. He had 
never attempted to deal with the economic 
position of the country, and never attempted 
to deal with the unemployed § question. 
Attempts had been made to deal with it in 
a piecemeal fashion, but there had not been 
any scheme started from which it could be 
oe that permanent employment would 
result. 

The House would remember that it was 
Mr. McGilligan who made the statement in 
reply to him (Mr. Morrissey) that it was not 
the function of his Department, or of the 
Government, to find work for thegiunem- 
ployed. On that statement alone, sub- 
mitted that Mr. McGilligan was not a proper 
person to be appointed to the position. 

Did the resident believe that Mr. 
McGilligan had worked his Department so 
satisfactorily that he was able to undertake 
in addition the Depaitment of External 
Aftairs!? 

The Department of Industry and Com- 
mence should be under the control of one 
man, and should be a full-time job. 

CONSTITUTIONAL POINT. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare), speaking 
in Irish, asked why they could not have the 
Ministers diseussed separately.

The SPEAKER said that it was a matter of 
parliamentary practice} but when the Chair 
ruled there was no redress, he feared.

Mr. HOGAN (Minister for Agriculture)— 


When! 

O’'CONNELL—Oh, in many ways. 
The litany of them would be too long to 
recite. (Laughter.) Proceeding, he referred 
to the proposal to amalgamate the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs with the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce and the Post 
Office with the Ministry of Finance, and said 
that if they were any two Ministries which 
ought to be whole time jobs these were the 
Finance and Industry aa Commerce Depart- 
ments. This was only an indirect way to 
hive eight Ministries, when really there were 
ten. Ir they had five parliamentary secre- 
taries he could not see where the apparent 
saving came in. 

In his opinion the opportunity should be 
taken to put into operation the policy that 
had been once announced in that House with 
regard to the problem of transport. The 
policy was contained in a bill introduced by 
the bour Party, under which the whole 
problem would be tackled and put in charge 
of one Ministry.. At the present time three 
Ministries dealt with transport and com- 
munications. Everybody knew that transport 
was in a muddle; it was getting even more 
complicated day by day, and there was no 
attempt made to deal with it. 

EXTERN MINISTERS, 

It was the intention of the Constitution 
that some of the Ministers should not be 
members of the Executive Council. The Dail 
should have an opportunity of electing extern 
Ministers who would be responsible to it. 

It was a danger to sa the Public 
Safety Act on the Statute Book. It was a 
danger even to Ministers themselves. 
(Laughter.) They did not know the moment 
they would go out of office, and he would be 
glad to have it taken off the Statute EE +k. 
“It would,” the deputy declared, “ b- 
terrible temptation to their successurs.”’ 
(Laughter.) 

They should have a statement from the 
Government on these things before they were 
asked to vote.

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (Fianna Fail, 
North Mayo), opposing the nomination, 
criticised the administration of the . Depart- 
ment of Justice, and alleged that it had not 
been impartial. The Public Safety Act, he 
said, out-Heroded Herod, and its powers were 
to be vested in the group that had been just 
nominated for the Docaitve Council. The 
House would have no veto, and would be un- 
able to restrain or curb the use of ‘those 
powers. Of course, it would be said that the 
Act would be directed only against assassins, 
but he found in that group nominated one 
who had openly proclai Fianna Fail as 
“the party of assassination,’’ 

It was quite clear to anybody that it was 
an attempt to try to secure for the party on 
the opopsite benches the control of govern- 
ment, and wipe out of the country anything 
that might be national that might stand in 


its way. ; 
| THE JUDICIARY. 

The independence of the judiciary was 
mentioned by the President a few weeks ago. 
It seemed strange that he could not trust 
that independent judiciary to decide who were 
the assassins and who were not. He seemed 
afraid to let the judges decide who might be 
called criminal or otherwise under the Public 
Safety Act. It seemed strange that he should 
vest in that group the power to decide what 
was an unlawiul association,

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THE OTHER SIDE ' 

On the other hand they had the Re- 
publican prisoners. No attempt had been 
made to review their sentences, though their 
offences were political. One example was 
that of Mr. Keogh, who was sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment. He said * Up, 
the Republic,” when sentence was passed, 
and the judge said ' Twenty years.’ 
No attempt had been made to review the 
sentence. 

Under the Public Safety Act Sean M ‘Bride 
was arrested, and he was still in prison. No 
offence had been proved, or dare be proved, 
egainst him, except that he tried to serve 
Ireland. Another man, Edward O'Reilly, a 
prominent Irish Irelander, was arrested in 
February last and returnéd for trial to the 
Central Criminal Court. Three Criminal 
Courts had been held since, and he was not 
yet tried, 

These were some of the facts showing the 
maladministration—the outrageous adminis: 
tration by the Department of Justice. 

Another matter he would like to criticise 
was the system of appeals from Circuit 
Courts on stenographers’ notes. They had 
been told that the system would secure 
speedy and inexpensive proceedings, but the 
result had been wholesale delays, and that 
Commissioners had had to be appointed to 
try to deal with the surplus of appeals that 
had accumulated. Delays injured the credit 
of the country, but apparently in the Depart- 
ment of Justice delays did not matter. Under 
the old system appeals cost £19, and now 
they cost something like £30 or £90. 

TEMPORARY JUDGES, 

In addition, in order to try and secure, 
perhaps, that the judiciary would not be in- 
dependent, a system has been followed of 
appointing temporary judges. That was a 
practice that did net make for independent 
0” ge His administration of the Jaw. From 
the Government benches there was an _ in- 
clination to meet criticism with a demand for 
an alternative, and he would suggest the 
alternative—-that the number of High Court 
Judges could have been reduced and the 
number of Circuit Court Judges increased. 
Instead of having the appeals on _ steno- 
graphers’ notes some of the Ciscuit 
Judges could be transferred from time to 
time from one county to another to deal 
with appeals and have closer examination. 

He complained that a number of ex-mem- 
bers of the R.1.C. had not been granted the 
pensions or compensation because they were 
suspected of holding certain _ political 
opinions. In one case in County Mayo an 
ex-R.L.C. man had his house entered by the 
C.D. at + o'clock in the morning, and he 
was told he would get his pension if he 
would give information about Republicans in 
that district. Men who had resigned from the 
R.LC. during the ' Black and Tan ” war 
were refused compensation because they 
were suspected of having an Irish-[>senl 
outlook. 

Apparently they were not to know the 
policy of any of the Ministers until they 
were appointed, and they were not going to 
have any information as to whether the 
coercion policy was to be continued and 
whether the Public Safety Act was going to 
be put into full operation. The President 
had stated that he would put that Act into 
full operation. Did he now believe that he 
had gut a mandate from the people to do so? 
Because men were members of the Free State 
Army they were released after having been 
convicted of murder. Did the President 
think he could fool the people by saying 
that there had been. no truce with crime 
when there had been a secret truce and con- 
doning of crime? 

“CHEAP JACKS.” 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Govt., County 
anew said that the main charge of Deputy 
Ruttledge was that there had been an undue 
exercise of clemency towards prisoners, but 
they must remember in this matter that they 
were speaking of the dead. He did not be- 
lieve that Kevin O'Higgins would have used 
the prerogative of mercy for political or 

rty reasons. (Hear, hear.) When Deputy 
)’Connell asked that Ministers should make 
a statement on licy he was asking for 
something fundamentally unreasonable. Did 
Deputy O'Connell expect that Ministers, like 
cheap jacks at a fair, should stand up and 
say what their wares were? 

Deputy O'Connell asked how he (Major 
Cooper) had n converted to protection, 
but he had always been very careful not to 
describe himself as a doctrinaire free trader, 
and he never said that there were not certain 
tariffs that might not be good for the coun- 
try. He was in favour of tariffs on matches 
and also on Scotch whiskey. (Laughter.) 
A tariff should be judged on the ground 
whether it would do more good in giving 
employment than it would cause inconvenience 
in raising the cost of living. He believed 
that some of the existing tariffs had too 
wide an ‘application. On the matter of un- 
employment, the Government policy, as he 
understood it, was to create and sccure em- 
ployment and to develop industry. A great 
deal had been spent on road construction, 
but they could not keep on the roads per- 
manently. So far as housing was concerned 
it was mostly skilled labour. It was a very 
complicated problem, and had got to be 
considered on business lines, but they would 
not benefit the unemployed by putting em- 
ployers out of business by high taxation. 

‘lhe main indictment against the Govern- 
ment had been on the Public Safety Act. 
That was not an ordinary Act, it was an 
omergency Act—a temporary Act. 

A Fianna Fail Deputy—lt is being abused. 
Major COOPER said that if it were bein 
abused deputies had their remedy and coul 
put down questions on the Order Paper and 
raise in the Dail individual cases of abuse. 

He reminded the House that in the new 
Minister for Justice they would have a man 
with long experience of the law, who had 
behind him the tradition of the courts of law. 

ALLEGED POLITICAL TESTS. 

Mr. W. WDAviN (Labour, Leix-Uffaly) said 

that he would be prepared to reconsider his 
attitude in regard to the motion if the 
President would make a definite statement 
that he did not propose to put the Public 
Safety Act into operation. 
He would like to protest against the past 
policy of the Government in applying political 
tests to men looking for work in the Govern- 
ment service, or those who sought employment 
on State subsidised schemes. 

Mr. B. O'CONNOR (Government, Co. 
Dublin), as Chairman of the Committee that 
was appointed to iny claims of 
the resigned and dismissed R.I.C. men, de- 
nied the suggestion that compensation was 
withheld from any of those men because of 
their Irish-Ireland or Republican opinions. 

Mr. F. FAHY (F.F., Galway), speaking in 
Irish, asked what the Government: intended 
to do with the teachers who were dismissed 
two or three years ago because of their poli- 
tical opinions. 

Mr, SEAN FRENCH (F.F., Cork) criticised 
the Ministry for Local Government and 
Public Health for its attitude towards local 
ublic bodies. That Ministry, he said, seemed 
o think that it had the brains and intelli- 
nee of the whole country, and that all 
Ponesty in public life was centred in it. 

He believed that the ratepayers of the 
boroughs of Dublin and Cork were quite as 
competent to elect honest local representa- 
tives as they were to elect representatives to 
' the Dail. ‘ 

He thought it would be good policy on 
the part of & Government Department to con-

Mr. SEAN McENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin) 
said that the fact that the people gave a 
majority to the anti-Government forces was 
sufficient proof of how the people appreciated 
the Administration of Mr. Cosgrave. It 
seemed to him, studying the Constitution, 
that so far as' practicable, the Executive 
Council s!ovld be under the complete contro) 
of the Dail. There was no reason why 
Ministers designate should be put forward 
collectively, and it would be much more 
helpful if the names were IR forward in- 
dividually. They were faced with the posi- 
tion that the i'ea of Article 55 had heen 
temporarily put aside. 

ie President of the Executive Council, 
and those associated with him, claimed dur- 
ing the last election that they were the only 
men of financial yy | and administrative 
ability who were fitted to carry on the 
government of the country. While they 
talked of the country’s credit. and good 
name, they did not hesitate, in order te 
snatch a few votes and gain a temporary 
litical victory, to defame the names oi 
baine Irishmen. The members oí Fianna 
Fail Party were accused as perjurers, +8 
dreamers, as idealists and as self-seckers. 
The party opposite said that they took their 
stand on the maintenance of the Treaty. 
How did they maintain it? Article 12 had 
vanished, and for what! Gone were the 
six counties of Northern Ireland, and instead 
they had the country saddled with a tribute 
to England of 54 millions. 
LAND ANNUITIES. 

What justification, he asked, was there 
for the payment to Engiand of the land 
annuities’ If the Treaty was accepted by 
the people, then the people were entitled to 
get the full value of its acceptance. There 
was not a line in the Treaty that com- 
pelled Mr. Cosgrave to collect those annuities 
irom the rich people, and then to hand 
them over to the English Exchequer. 

Mr. Cosgrave -had mentioned during the 
election some of the conditions under which 
he would co-operate with the Fianna Fail 
Party, and one of them was that they should 
honour national and international agreemenis 
There were secret financial agreements, and 
they were entitled to ask Mr. Cosgrave what 
they were. Was there, for instance, a sécret 
agreement with the British for the defence 
wf these islands’ It was said that the 
Government were about to reduce the Army. 
Could they not have done that as easily six 
or twelve months ago as they could to-day’ 

The members of the Government had also 
claimed that they had balanced the Budget. 
If that was.se how was it that in 
five years they had a public debt of 
something like £16,300,000 That was 
sufficient ito show that a _ fraudulent 
balance sheet had been produced to hoodwink 
the taxpayers, “I say,’ said the deputy, 
“that their whole record is a record of ad- 
ministrative ineptitude.’’ 

UNTRUE STATEMENT. 

Mr. MacENTEE repeated some of Mr. 
Ruitiedge’s statement about the release of 
prisoners. 

President COSGRAVE—For - the second 
time this evening the statement has been 
made that a person who was convicted of 
keeping a disorderly house, and who was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, had 
been released after two months. That state- 
ment is untrue. The sentence was four 
months, on the 3rd December, 1925, and the 
prisoner was released on the 14th March, 
1926. I presume that the two deputies who 
made the charge will have the grace to with- 
draw it. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—If 
stated, [ withdraw it. 

Mr. MacENTEE also withdrew it. 

Mr M. KILROY (F.F., South Mayo), said 
that he was interested in the industries along 
the West coast, especially the fisheries. They 
had been neglected by the Government in the 
past, and there was a great deal of unem- 
ployment. He suggested that something 
should be done to organise that industry, and 
that the valuation of boats and r should 
be levelled down. The present™valuations 
were made when prices were high. He also 
suggested that cheaper transport should be 
provided, and that there should be loans on 
cheap terms for the purchase of boats and 
gear.

VIOLENCE AND ECONOMICS.

He had not done 
it for a moment since the Act was intro- 
duced. 

They all realised that, so long as there 
would be attempts by violent means to 
achieve politica! purposes, so long would the 
economic situation be affected by it. Not- 
withstanding what provisions there were in 
the Act, notwithstanding what powers were 
given to the Executive Council in its ad- 
ministration, nobody need be told what 
power there was in that House to deal with 
the Executive if they abused an Act such 
as that.

If a man had been impro- 
perly arrested that was a matter that could 
be raised in the Dail, and it was in the 
power of anybody to do so. If there was 
abuse the remedy was in that House, and ihe 
Minister could be brought to book. If Depu- 
ties in any part of the House thought that 
an administration was going to be perfec- 
tion then they would have to learn some- 
thing about administration. Deputy Morris- 
sey quoted from what he had said in Cork, 
that he intended to put Part IJ. of the Act 
into operation. He did net wish to convey 
any such impression. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—That is what the people 
thought. 

The PRESIDENT said that that was some- 
thing more than full operation. The Minister 
for Finance and he had explained that at 
great length in the Dail. One conviction by 
a jury was worth more than a dozen convic- 
tions under such a court as would be set up 
under the Act. They said then 
that jury trials had mot broken down 
and they have not. He would certainly 
abuse his authority if he were to introduce 
the proclamation where there wag no case for 
it. (Hear, hear.) 

THE JUDGES. 

Referring to Deputy Ruttledge’s references 
to an independent judiciary, be said that he 
would like to tell hm that the judges 
appoin’,d by that Government were in a very 
differen, position to the judges of the British 
régime. The Saorstat judges were inde- 
pendent, but they were not appointed to try 
the issue as to quilt or innocence of a person, 
That was a matter for a jury. That was the 
reason why they. did not set up a court under 
the Act, with a High Court or Supreme Court 
judge to try the issue whether a person was 
guilty or innocent, that being a question for 
a jury. To administer the Act in that way 
would not retain the confidence of the public 
after the Act had expired. 

He did not agree that the method used by 
the British Government was a good one. 
There should be no association between judges 
and the Executive Council. There had been 
none. The judges retained their independence 
and the members of the Executive Council 
retained theirs, 

A MURDER. 

Dealing with the cases mentioned by 
Deputy Kuttledge, the President said that he 
recollected one case coming before him in 
which two men, an Officer and a 
private, were charged, he believed, with 
wilful murder, The officer was convicted, 
and executed. The private was convicted and 
sentenced to death, but the sentence was com- 
muted to penal servitude. The facts were 
that the officer ordered the private to shoot 
aman. The private’s explanation was that 
he fired at the man with a view to proving 
to the officer that he had carried out his 
order. The officer came along and. seeing 
that the man was not dead, fired at him him- 
self, killing him. The officer threatened to 
shoot the private if he did not carry out his 
order, and the private did so 

Before he was executed the officer wrote a 
document exculpating the soldier, and stated 
that he had ordered him to do it, and added 
—he was speaking from recollection—that if 
he had not done it he would have shot the 
private. That information was before the 
Executive Council and the late Minister for 
Justice when the man had been two y in 
prison, and the Council in their po éan 
and he the fullest responsibility for 
it—ordered Private Lee to be released. (Hear, 
hear from Government and Independent

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IRISH TIMBER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—There are in Ireland some millions 
of fine tamber trees blown down since the 
great storm*of last winter. This timber is in 
» Way injured; it was just blown over, 
roots and all, and is lying on its side. It 
comprises ash, oak, elm, beech, larch, Scotch 
fir and spruce trees from 100 to 400 years old. 
The owners thereof cannot sell it; the timber 
merchants tell us that there is no gale for 
home-grown’ timber. Formerly they used to 
buy all the soft timber we had to spare at 
fair prices for making egg and packing cases. 
Now they tell us that the powers that be will 
not permit them to use Easa timber 
r egg cases, as they get mildew in cold 
storage and injure the eggs. That may be if 
creen timber is used, but, if the timber has 
been properly dried out, it is as good as any 
foreign timber for that purpose. A friend of 
mine in the trade tells me that he has ‘thou- 
sands of these cases made and cannot sell 
them. Surely there is a screw loose some- 
where. We are asked to conserve the timber 
in this country and plant two trees for every 
one we cut down. Personally, I plant a 
higher average, but, if our timber is of no 
value commercially, what is the use of con- 
serving it or of replanting? Surely it is 
quite possible to use preventives in manufac- 
turing it and make it as long-lived as any 
other timber. Is it of no value for making 
wood pulp for paper-making? I am ignorant 
on this subject, - Again, we are trying to 
promote industry in our land and keep the 
young people at home. Therefore, why 
should we not try to.use this fine timber for 
cabinet-making, wheel and carriage making, 
railway and other heavy waggons, and boat- 

building—just to mention a few purposes ? 
have always heard that’ there is no finer 
ash than what is own in Ireland, and 
surely our fine, old clean beech is capable of 
being manufactured in cabinet-making and 
for other purposes; but it must be cut and 
stored and properly dried out. If treated in 
the same way as foreign timber, which is cut 
for years before being manufactured, I do 
not see why it should not last as well. I 
hope that somebody, other than timber mer- 
chants, will reply to my letter and give us 
some information on this subject, as there 
are thousands of pounds’ worth of timber 
ving all over the country, and we cannot 

replant until it is removed.—Yours, etc.,

THE W1IGG-COCHRANE CASE.

THE QUEST AFTER TRUTH. 


The Rev. J. P. Camac, C.C., the Pro- 
Cathedral, preached a sermon on “ The 
Church Infallible.’’ Taking as his text ‘‘ Upon 
the walls of Jerusalem I have appointed 
watchers all the day and all the night. They 
shall never hold their ace’’ (Isaias, cix., 
v. 7), Father Camac said that the intellectual 
life history of the human race, in its manifold 
manifestations, had ever recorded a search 
after truth. In the morning of history the 
fatal desire to be as God, knowing good from 
evil, and in the present hour the spiritualistic 
attempts to pierce the veil that hangs between 
man and the other life were but two phases 
in that quenchless thirst for knowledge— 
that tireless quest after truth. The history of 
religions, as the world knew them, showed 
in practice how varied were the solutions that 
mankind, unillumined by Divine grace, had 
accepted. While all postulated some supreme 
and primal Being, their conceptions of Him 
have been sadly dives, confounding Him at 
times with the forces of nature or with their 
human passions, the final degradation being 
reached in the deification of vice. 

Though centuries had passed, the 
Church, as they: knew it to-day, was the 
exact same Church that Peter and the first 
Christians knew; she was the only Church 
that exactly corresponded to the Divine plan 
as laid down in the Gospels, 


INFALLIBILITY. 

“ We claim,’’ said the reverend preacher, 
“that in the fulfilment, of her mission as the 
world’s teacher in all that concerns God and 
things eternal she can never err; that in the 
interpretation and definition of the doctrines 
committed to her care: in the guidance of 
mankind along the way that leads to ‘life 
everlasting, she not only has not led, but 
cannot ever lead, man astray. 

Continuing, Father Camac asked was the 
claim of Infallibility an extraordinary claim 
to make, a tempting of God's Providence, a 
far-fetched interpretation of Sacred Scrip- 
tures; or rather was it a truth declared by 
Christ, taught by the Apostles, firmly held 
by the Fathers, and in perfect consonance 
with what reason would expect in that 
divinely organised society, the Catholic 
Church? To suppose that sucha Church could 
err would be to deny the truth of God, and 
to assert that Christ failed in His promises. 
á God was Truth; His promises were 

cient and never failed; and so the Church 
would ever teach what He had taught and as 
He had taught it. Christ Himself would he 
the guarantor. In other words, He would 
make it infallible. In the very act of com- 
missioning His Apostles to preach He im- 
un a correlative obligation on their future 
isteners to hear and treat their words as 'f 
they were His very own. “ He that heareth 
you heareth Me,” and this under eternal 

: “He that believeth not shall be con- 
demned ’’—no choice was given, no hesitation 
allowed; non-acceptance of the doctrines 
taught involved eternal perdition, 

The just and merciful God could not con- 
demn a person for refusing to accept the 
testimony of any witness unless previously 
God Himself had guaranteed the reliability 
and the infallibility of that witness. Since 
Christ then had uttered that sentence of con- 
demnation it followed that He held up His 
Church as an authentic and infallible teacher. 
From the words of Christ, the Logos, the 
wisdom of the Father, they must conclude 
that Christ promised and made His Church 
infallible. So, too, the Apostles understood, 
for them the Church was the “ pillar and 
ground of Truth.” What the Apostles held 
the consensus of the Fathers demonstrated. 
For all the Fathers the Church was the fount 
of truth, the deposit of faith. Testimony 
could be multiplied on testimony each 
century, as a spokesman to assert that the 
Catholic Church was the infallible custodian 
and authentic teacher of the doctrine <f 
Jesus Christ. 

HERESY AND SCHISM. 

“Consequently, the Church is ever in- 
tolerant towards heresy and schism. With 
them she can have no dealings. She cannot 
meet them half-way, for they are insults to 
God, self-assertions of the human intellect, 
pitting it against the divine mind. It is 
only when kindness fails, when warnings 
pass unheeded, that. to safeguard her faithful 
children, she thunders her dread anathema, 
and the obstinate self-willed ones are cut off 
from the Church of Christ. 

“The Church is infallible: this is one of 


her great glories, the secret of her unity, 


the pledge of her indefectibility. The heresies 
have come and gone, the schisms have 
their little day; th h them all, supremely 
and tranquilly, the Church of Christ lives 
on, each error but serving to clarify the 
truth, and to make more manifest the secrets 
of Revelation.”’ 

Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament was 
given by the Archbishop of Cashel.

FATHER DUDLEY’S PAPER. : 

The Rev. Owen F. Dudle an his 
address on “ The Church Unconquerable’’ by 
saying that two thousand years ago an arch- 
angel said, ‘‘Of His kingdom there shall be 
no end,” For two thou years, be con- 
tiiued, the world had been saying, “OF His 
kingdom there shall be an end. hristianity 
will perish. The Catholic Church will go. 
Towards the end of the Great War they were 
assured that now, at any rate, the Catholic 
Church was doomed; that she had proved her 
utter incompetence to deal with the situation. 
She had kept on the war; she had tried to 
stop it; she had interfered; she had done 
nothing. Anyhow, she had failed; she was 
EO ig 

At the present moment, said Father Dudley, 
while Europe was still seething with divisions 
and discontent, the Catholic Church stood 
calm and serene, strong and united—the one 
stable moral force in the world. By way of 
demonstrating her complete failure nearly 
thirty nations now send their representatives 
to the throne of Peter in Rome. The grave 
concern of the secular Press to-day over what 
it called “the failure of Christianity "’ was 
so much cant covering a hope that Christianity 
would fail. The ám did not want 
Christianity. “No dogmas, no creeds; let 
us just be to one another. It sounded 
so well, that. parrot cry. It meant “no 
Incarnation, no Redemption, no God come 
down from Heaven, no Saviour for this 
world.” The modern method of assisting the 
departure of Christianity was to suggest per- 
petually its failure. e Protestant bodies 
were responding with avidity, and were 
already honeycombed with Modernism. 
Modernism was a denial of the Christian 
Revelation, an endeavour to rationalise 
Christianity by reducing it to the standard of 

uman reason, the issue of which was to 
reduce it to nought. 

CHRISTIANITY. 

Protestanism was failing, as all heresies 
eventually failed, and not merely in the sense 
of rejecting the Christian Revelation. Pro- 
testantism was failing numerically. In 
England, for instance, the Established 
Church now held a mere fraction of the 
nation. But this did not mean that 
Christianity was failing. 

Christ, he continued, did not found a mere 
philanthropical society for curing public and 
social ills, although actually the Catholic 
Church had done more for humanity than all 
the philanthropists put together. C ristianity 
did not exist to establish man in security and 
prosperity on earth. Its purpose was to put 
men iu possession, not of the things of this 
world, but of the things of .Heaven. 

The would-be conquerors of the Catholic 
Church were the Innovators, and the World, 
the Flesh and the Devil. The Innovators, 
who included most of the heretics, were those 
who fondly sought for something new to 
supersede the Catholic Church. 

me by one the Innovating sects had 
perished, and would perish, and over their 
corpses the Church of God marched on. 
Every blow at her had been parried from 
Above... Peter was freed, Herod struck dead; 
Cesar yielded his throne to Peter; Attila 
the mighty was met by the mightier 
Leo; Mohamed’s sword was snapped on the 
Rock. The Emperor Henry IV. kissed 
the feet of Peter at Canassa. The Pope 
looked at Napoleon, and replied: ‘ You 
comedian.

But for the lusts of Luther and 
Henry VIII., and their followers, it was 
- ps Parse whether the tragedy of the 

eformation would ever have come about. 
The first Protestants were bad Catholics. 

It would seem, proceeded Father Dudley, 
that in these latter days Satan and his 
evil angels were preparing a further scheme, 
in spite of all their talhires in the past. 
The steady growth of spiritism, of occultism, 
of Freemasonry and, above all, of Godless 
humanitarianism all pointed to an increased 
activity on their part. There was a care- 
fully planned framework to be found in Free- 
masonry. It was the antithesis to God's plan 
for His Church. It was a deliberate plan of 
worship. It was ‘naturalism as opposed to 
supernaturalism. Modern thought, as ex- 
pressed in almost all de-Christianising move- 
ments of the day, was everywhere converging 
towards one idea—humanity as the supreme 
object of attention and devotion. Man alone 
mattered. The great god-man was growing 
before their eyes. Satan was no fool: “* You 
shall be as gods,” proved highly seductive 
in the Garden of Eden. It might prove 
equally seductive again. 

THE FUTURE. 

The pe ge of man, so widely urged 
to-day as the only means of achieving human 
happiness on earth, was the most allurin 
alternative to the Kingdom of God. It weak 
procure neither the asa of man, nor 
the downfall of the kingdom of God. The 
Catholic Church had survived what only a 
Divine kingdom could survive. Her continued 
presence in the world was an abiding miracle 
of God, and the Providence that had kept 
her would keep her to the end. If the 
future did hold in store some such Satanic 
empire of neo-paganism for the ousting 
of the Catholic Church, then Catholics 
might expect a persecution comparable 
with that of pagan Rome. Satan had suc- 
ceeded, so far, in turning the nations against 
the Church. Would he rest until he had 
turned the world against Catholics? He 
would fail. | 

EVIL LITERATURE. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy, Secretary Irish Distribu- 
tive Workers’ Union, proposed a vote of 
thanks to Father Dudley. He said that 
from its inception the Catholic Church had 
to fight a hostile world. The methods of the 
various agencies which had tried to uproot 
the Church through the centuries were not 
gs the same, but the motives never 

anged. 

They heard a great deal about the danger 
of filthy literature; but he believed that it 


would never make any impression on the 


minds of the plain Catholic people of Ire- 
land. There was a more insidious danger in 
some of the publications in circulation in this 
country. On last Sunday week there was 
read in all the churches a Pastoral letter from 
the bishops of Ireland, a most remarkable and 
valuable pronouncement, and the first of its 
kind for over a quarter of a century; but on 
the Monday morning they saw a newspaper 
published in Dublin, and claiming to be the 
organ of Catholic opinion, displa ing on its 
pester the announcement : ‘Seven more 
winners.”” (Ap lause,.) He suggested that 
it was that kind of thing that the Catholic 
pom of Ireland had to beware of most. 

r. Osmond Esmonde, T.D., seconding the 
vote of thanks, said that the descendants of 
the Irish men and women who suffered for 
the faith as bishops or missionaries now held 
spiritual jurisdiction over an area far greater 
than that of the British Empire.

‘Itish Woodlands. 


We publish to-day a letter from a corre- 
spondent in the West of Ireland, which 
draws attention to a certain lack in the 
forestry policy of the Free State Depart- 
ment. of Lands and Agriculture. Our 
correspondent complains that growers of 
timber are left withoat. assistance or guid- 
ance in the disposal of their produce. The 
authorities, he says, discourage the use of 
home-grown timber in the making of egg- 
cases, and the merchants show themselves 
unwilling to buy the fallen timber with 
which the’ storms of the year have littered 
the woodlands. These-complaints, we be- 
lieve, are not general; but something is 
wrong when they are made at all. The 
fault lies in the absence of a vigorous 
forestry policy. Like the fisheries, the | 
forests lack that place in the recognition 
of the State which is their due. That 
Irish timber is not wholly neglected in 
the markets is shown by the report pub- 
lished in ‘the Farmers’ Gazette last week, 
concerning imports into England from the 
} Free State. ..A. big consignment of sawn 
timber, woodén rollers and mixed woods 
recently was landed at the Victoria Dock 
from Dublin—the sawn timber to be used 
at once in building operations. ‘‘ Rollers

Bird Sanctuaries. 


An: International Conference: on Pro- 
tection of Migratory Wild Fowl met in 
London yesterday. At a dinner given to 
the delegates by the British Government 
on Tuesday night the Home Secretary 
deplored the marked diminution in the 
supply of wild birds, and urged that the 
delegates, who represented many European 
nations, should try to induce their 
Governments to prohibit improper methods 
of capture. He referred to the distinction 
beween the sportsman and what, in 
America, is called “the killer.’ The 
true sportsman does not indulge in reck- 
less slaughter; but “the killer,’’ with 
gun and motor launch, slaying fifty birds 
with one discharge of the gun, imperils 
the existence of whole species. Among 
the birds whose preservation will be dis- 
cussed during the conference are wild 
duck, geese and swans, as well as golden 
plover, snipe, woodcock, curlew and red- 
shanks. International co-operation 
obviously is needed to protect migratory 
birds which fly across Europe to their 
breeding places. Certainly there will be 
a serious decline in their numbers, as Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks pointed out, if 
these birds are allowed to be taken whole- 
sale in nets or decoys in any of the 
countries through which they pass; and 
it is especially foolish to permit. such 
devices at a period of the year when 
birds. ought not to be killed. Methods of 
preservation -vhich do not interfere with 
the legitimate rights of the sportsman 
have been adopted in the United States 
and Canada, with the result that wild 
birds, which. were diminishing steadily on 
the American continent, have become more 
numerous. The proposal to establish 
bird sanctuaries has secured much support 
in several countries. . A scheme outlined 
by the Belgian Ambassador to the dele- 
gates is worthy of imitation by other 
countries, ii their natural] resources allow. 
A great reserve for big game has been 
created in the Belgian Congo. It will 
afford an ideal sanctuary for birds taking 
refuge in that. part of Africa. 


The World’s Mouths. 


The population of the earth increased 
by 20,000,000 last year, and Professor 
East, of Harvard University, declares 
that, in all probability, it will exceed five 
thousand millions a hundred years hence. 
Some uneasiness was manifested by a world 
population conference. last August at the 
possibility that mankind may exhaust the 
means of subsistence provided by our 
planet. It is calculated that about two 
and a half acres of cultivated land are 
required to support every person, and that 
the earth may support five thousand 
million people, bat no more, That as men 
accumulate wealth will decay was the fear 
of Malthus.. Modern sanitation is a great 
life preserver, and popular interest in diet, 
the prevention of disease and the health- 
giving properties of sunlight, although it 
has many ridiculous manifestations, has 
helped to reduce the death-rate. War, 
always a great check on population, has 
operated in the present century more 
drastically, perhaps, than ever before ; yet 
the fear of over-population remains. The 
danger is not likely, however—even 
according to the most pessimistic calcula- 
tions—to become acute unti) the twenty- 
first century, and the disposition of most 
people is to leave the twenty-first century 
to.take care of itself. Indeed, it is hard 
to see why men of science need be appre- 
hensive. If science continues to display 
its customary ingenuity, the earth ought 
to be enabled to support many times its 
present population. Politica] economists 
remind us of a law of diminishing returns, 
but vastly improved methods-of agriculture 
still are possible. Uncultivated areas of 
great extent yet remain in all the 
continents except Europe. Synthetic foods, 
no doubt, will emerge from the researches 
of chemists. A chemically compounded 
dinner might not have pleased Brillat- 
Savarin, but a newer school of epicures 
may discover what is called in “ Don 
Quixote’’ “better bread than is made of 
wheat.”’- In the sea also, not only in 
living. creatures, but in submarine vegeta- 
tion, there must be a potential food supply 
for billions.

A BISHOP FROM THE WIND- 


WARD ' ISLANDS. 

: From A CoRRESPONDENT. 

- Ev winter amongst those who seek 
relief from our cold months. will be found 
some who. make a voyage to the Ha Isles 
of the Caribbean Sea. Leaving Dover by 
the Dutch mail, excellent’ boats and excellent 
cuisine and service, a good ‘run will land the 
traveller in Bridgetown, Barbados, on the 
thirteenth i nim the day of depar-- 
ture. There will a few days of cold and 
cloud running down the Channel, but when 
the Azores are reached, a sparkling sea, a 
blue sky, and a joyous sun will bless the 
days as they quickly pass. Barbados has 
excellent hotels, a first-rate clu, whose 
members might “ave emerged from Kildare 
street or Stephen s Green Clubs, t& judge 
by thei: tongue and the cut of. their clothes 
—when they talk ' shop ” it is about sugar 
and cotton; their political outlook comes 
from The Times and is Conservitive: 
they dread Socialism, as they consider it 
a menace. to trade—and the island provides 
many opportunities for sport, yachting, 
cricket, tennis, some racing, and. of course, 
bathing. The winter climate is ideal. i 

Irishmen have had their share in the 
administration of affairs. A few years ago 
Sir Charles O’Brien, a member of the 
Inchiquin family, was Governor, and his 
successor, Mr. Robertson, is. of Irish stock, 
and is married to an Irish lady. The late 
Colonial Secrétary was a son of mans 
Orpen, of Limerick. When tho writer visite 
the hospital in Bridgetown the _ resident 
doctor was a very serious young man from 
Belfast, and in the women’s wards a devout 
maid from Clonmel, with a surgeon's 
licentiateship, was in charge. In the girls’ 
college opposite a charming young Dublin 
lady from Milltown was having ie first 
experienc. of presenting Kindergarten to 
mixed: classes of black and white children. 

CROWN COLONIES. 

The Caribbean has an area of 615,000 
square miles. The total land area of all the 
islands’ comprising the West Indies is nearly 
100,000 square ie The Republic of Cuba, 
bordering the Gulf-of Mexico, has the largest 
portion—45,000 miles; Great Britain holds 
about 12,000, the United States 3,700. . The 
last-named secured part of the Virgin 
Islands,. an archipelago of small islands east 
of Porto Rico, discovered by Columbus, and* 
named after St. Ursula and her 11,000 
virgins. It is ‘said that, in view 
of possible future trouble in the Pacific, a 
school of American statesmen would like to 
obtain: hold of the Dutch island of Curagao, 
off the coast of Venezuela, as a base for 
operations round the Gulf of Panama; 

olland, however, would be unlikely to re- 
linquish one of the safest and securest land- 
locked -harbours in the Caribbean. Besides, 
liqueur and lime are too profitable to he 
relinquished. 

The government of the British Colonies is 
mostly of the Crown Colony type: that. is, 
they are absolutely under the control of the 
Colonial Office. The Bahamas, Jamaica, 
Barbados, and British Guiana, however, have 
@ varying measure of representative govern- 
ment, the legislatures,:in whole or in part, 
being .eléctive, and are more or less inde- 
pendent of Crown control. Discussing such 
questions: with a very. capable negro on the 
staff of one of the Liberal papers 
in Bridgetown, the writer was in- 
formed: -' We have. no political problems 
here,” which meant that there was 
no desire to be independent of the Crown. 
Ihe negro programme in the British Colonies 
is similar. to that of the British Labour 
Party—the black man seeks better social con- 
ditions and more representation for his race. 
In education he is improving every year, 
winning from his white brothers scholar- 
ships which send him. to Oxford, Cambridge 
or Montreal. Codringtan College secures an 
increasing number of Durham degrees for 
its black students. 

The Bishop of the Wiadward Islands will 
be in Dublin next week. Dr. Alfred 
Pakenham Berkeley probably knows as mach 
about everything West Indian as any man 
living. There was a west country brauch 
of the Berkeley family which settled in 
Grenada about the time of Admiral Rodney's 
triumph there, towards the end of the 
eighteenth century. Bishop Berkeley s father 
was rector ot Grenada;. his brother, Sir 
Maurice Berkeley, has recently retired from 
the position of Pursne Judge of British 
Guiana; a nephew of his is Attorney-General 
of the Bahamas. he Windward Islands are 
a group lying north of Irinidad, and consist 
of Grenada, the Grenadines, St. Vincent and 
St. Lucia. Grenada and St. Vincent are 
considered two of the most beautiful islands 
in the whole West Indies. - There are Crown 
lands in this group which offer good open- 
ings for enterprising settlers to-day; they 
can be purchased from £1 to £35 per acre, 
and their mountain slopes and valleys afford 
excellent opportunities for the cultivation 
of cocoa, coffee, limes and various other 
roducts. Mr. Algernon Aspinall, the well. 
cnown writer on these questions, estimates 
that a capital of £3,000 should clear £1,000 
a year alter fiiteen years. 

The return journey should. be made north- 
ward through the Leeward Islands. Lamport 
and Holt run a fine service of ocean liners 
between Buenos Ayres and New York; and 
one of their 18,000-ton vessels can be caught 
at Georgetown (British Guiana) or at Bridge- 
town, Barbados. The weather in the early 
spring in the Caribbean Sea is warm and 
lucid, with glorious sun—it is only for the 
last twenty-four hours that grey skies and 
some mist may appear. Five days is the 
customary length of. the journey between 
Bridgetown and New York. St. Lucia, 
Martinique, Dominica—Arthur Mahaffy was 
Administrator heie and lies at rest vear the 
Anglican Church—Guadeloupe, all come .in 
view, and we wonder, as the brilliant sun 
shines on mountain top or green slope, which 
of them may be preparing for a volcanic out- 


burst. 
TREASURE ISLAND. 

Further north is Nevis, where Nelson was 
married, and the birthplace of Alexander 
Hamilton, the American statesman, who was 
langely responsible for framing the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. At Montserrat— 
very little lime juice comes from it now—we 
are reminded that al] the negroes speak with 
an. Irish brogue: Cromwell’s ‘* Malignants’’ 
were deported to Montserrat, and taught their 
slaves to speak English with a West of 
Ireland accent which persists to-day.. Pass- 
ing through the Virgin Islands out into the 
Atlantic we look in vain for the uninhabited 
rock of Stevenson’s ‘“‘lreasure Island,” 
known as “Dead Man's Chest.” 

“ Fifteen men on the Dead Man's Chest, : 
Yo-ho-ho, and a bottle of ram!i"--- - . 

We see nothing on this journey of the 
Bahamas, nor of the coast of Florida, nor of 
Bermuda... New York ‘receives us kindly— 
and quickly, contrary to current report of 
its customs—and in a few days we board -the 
Berenguria md traverse the great waterway 
of unity. between. the,two chief branches 
of the Anglo Saxon amily. Landing™ at 
Southampton in the middle of March we are 
well. satisfied with our joúrnevimgs over three 
seas” Not a meal had been »shirked—one 
solitary lunch was lost by the mischance of 
going .to sleep ‘at. .mid-day—and the noble 
raincoat bought at Elvery’s the previous 
November. for our travels had ‘not been once 
in use.

The mania was, 
of course, always there, but its workings 
came under the notice of the public only 
when the Betting Act, 1926, legalised th 
existence oí betting houses. : ; 

It was obviously impossible.to see all of 
the 256 licensed betting premises in the 
city, but in the course of a round of close 
on forty of them, North -and South, a 
reporter of the Irish Times found business 
brisk almost everywhere. In one or two 
cases’ in working-class districts there were 
comparatively few inside or outside the 


of the big race. The explanation given 
was that the clients of those particular 
establishments can gamble only on Satur- 
days, when. they have their week's wages 
in their pockets. 


“ SALOONS ” FULL. 

The ‘‘ saloons ' where betting is carried 
on just as on a racécourse were ful] from 
one o'clock. One of those on the North 
side is said to be able to ‘hold three 
hundred people. At 2.30 it was packed to 
the door, and at least one hundred men 
and women were outside trying to get in. 

At one betting office our reporter. 
counted fifteen women customers who went 
in to bet in the space of ten minutes. 
Most of these appeared to be of the 
lower middle - class, some quite young, 
others with babies in their arms or in 
perambulators, and. others again up to 
grandmother age. Possibly because it was 
a school day few children were seen to 
enter any of the premises visited. On 
Saturday last the sight of little boys and 
girls forcing their way through the crowd, 
with ‘‘slips’’ in their hands, was quite 
common. 

It was quite evident to anyone that in 
and at most of the betting houses where 
bets are taken ‘and winnings paid on every 
race on the day’s programme there was 
congregating and loitering by large 
numbers inside and outside the premises. 
That is a ground for the refusal by the 
Divisional Superintendent of the Civic 
Guard to grant a certificate of the 
suitability of the premises, without which 
the licence to carry on the business cannot 
be issued. 


WARNINGS DISREGARDED. 

In many instances the bookmakers who 
have been carrying on their business ‘‘ in 
such a manner as to cause or encourage 
persons to congregate or loiter in large 
numbers in or outside the premises,’’ treat 
lightly the repeated warnings of the Civic 
Guards that they were running the risk of 
losing their licences. Their way of looking 
at the question is that they are con- 
tributing to the Exchequer so. much in 
taxes on their betting transactions that 
the Government will not lose much-needed 
revenue -by insisting on the provisions of 
the Act being carried out in the letter and 
the spirit. In this.connection, it is stated 
that a question will be asked in the Dail 
before the time for the renewal of the 
licences has arrived. :

It is possible, on the other hand, that, 
like many others, her machine may have 
fallen into the sea so quickly that no time 
Temained to hoist the kite carrying the 
aerial of the emergency wireless set in 
order to send a S.O.S. 

Anxiety here for the fate of the daring 
girl and her co-pilot grew as the hours 
passed without a word from any of the 
numerous liners along the steamship 
path she is approximately following. It 
1s pointed out, however, that the aero- 
plane might pass within a few miles of a 
ship without being seen, especially if fly- 


ing several thousands of feet up, so that | 


the failure of any steamers to report her 
does not necessarily mean that another 
disaster has occurred.

President Calles asserted that 
he had tried to-dissuade General Serrano 
from his purpose, wishing, as he said, to 
give citizens. of revolutionary extraction 
a chance to return to the-field of demo- 
cratic campaigning. He had publicly ex- 
pressed his ‘confidence in the Army, 
despite rumours of treason concerning 
certain military men. He said that, 
knowing all the details of the plots for 
revolts, first on September 15th, then on 
the 27th, he, nevertheless, left in control 
of tróóps doubtful elements, because he did 
not wish to provoke suspicions about such 
members of the Army. ‘The revolt had 
failed because of the high sense of honour 
‘of the National Army. The rebels had 
been completely without ideals of the 
social order. 

The presidential statement did not deal 
with the charge brought up in Washing- 
ton yesterday on the basis of a code letter 
from Mexico City to a prominent’ person 
there.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
RESIGNS.

Mr. Ogilvie’s attitude to the charges against 
him was that he was unaware of the details 
of the transactions “complained 6f, and had 
nothing to conceal ; but in Mr. Justice Crisp’s 
opinion he had full knowledge of all that was 
being done long before he admitted know- 
ledge, and thereby made himself a party to 
a policy of concealment. !

Thomas O’Donnell, who was clad in his 
trousers and shirt, is reported to be in a 
dying condition.

The three O'Dounells lived on a neat and 
tidily-kept farmstead, and were high'y 
respec in the district. - 

An inquest was held dur! 
Michael’ O'Donnell, ' an ogi uncle of the 
victims, identified the bodies, and gave 
evidence that when he visited the farm- 
stéad at “séven o'clock on the previous 
evening all was as usual, the two eisters 
and the brother being busy feeding © their 
cattle.

At the commencement of the business of 
the Northern House of Commons gene: 
Mr. -8. Kyle (Labour) asked Prime 
Minister if he was prepared to giye a day 
for the discussion of the p abolition 
of the Proportional Representation Bill, as 
he considered that a day should be set aside 
to discuss this very important measure. It 
seemed to him that there was a déliberate at- 
tempt by the Government to set aside 
minority representation. 

The Speaker, intervening, said that they 
vould not enter into a debate at this og 

The Prime Minister said that as the busi- 
ness of the House proceeded the suggestion 
would be considered. “He pointed out that 
under the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
the House had a right to alter proportional 
representation after three years from’ ats 
present establishment. If Mr. Kyle got into 
touch with the Chief Whip a day could be 

arranged. 

Mr. Devlin asked if the Prime Minister 
was aware that one of the reasons whiv the 
Act of 1920 was allowed to pass was because 
of the security that wag given by p-opor- 
tional representation to minorities, and were 
they now to go and end that after five or 
six years, when it was given as part of the 
bargain to ee ar Northern Ireland. 

The Speaker—I am afraid that does not 
arise now: It is a matter for debate. 

Mr. Devlin—On a point of order, the Prime 
Minister raised this question himself, and said 
they had a perfect right to do this. 

The Speaker—But this will form the sub- 
ject of discussion when the debate takes 
lace. Mr. Kyle has asked for a day, and 
assume that there will be a full discussion 

Mr. Devlin—Will the Prime Minister give 
a definite promise of a day for discussion? 

Viscount Craigavon—Certainly. 

Mr. Deviin—I think that this promise 
should be given after it has been discussed 
at political meetings all over the six counties. 

Mr. Kyle said that. as the Prime Minister 
had given an assurance to allocate a day 
for discussion, he was satisfied, but he would 
like to know when the day would be. 

Prime Minister—I cannot say that. 

TRADES DISPUTE BILL. 

The Attorney-General then presented the 
Trades Dispute and Trade Union Bill. It 
was described as a bill to amend the law 
relating to trade disputes and trade unions, 
to regulate the position of civil ser- 
vants and _ persons employed by - pub- 
lic authorities in respect of trade unious 
and similar organisations, to extend Section 
5 of the Conspiracy and Protection. of Pro- 
perty Act, 1875, and for other purposes. 

Mr. Devlin objected to the introduction of 
the bill, but the Speaker held that the objec- 
tion was not in order, and the bill was 
read a first time. 

EMERGENCY POWERS ACT. 

On the committee stage of the Expiring 
Laws Continuance Bill, Mr. Kyle moved an 
amendment to exclude the Local Government 
(Emergency Powers) Act, 1921, from the bill. 

-He pointed out that when the Act was first 

introduced six years ago the Minister, in 
introducing it, said that it was to meet an 
emergency, and he hoped that it would be 
possible to discontinue it in the shortest 
possible time. Perhaps one of the reasons 
for retaining the Act was for the purpose of 
dealing with the Belfast Corporation. He 
understood that under this Act the Govern- 
ment had power to appoint Commissioners for 
the City of Belfast. 

Sir Dawson Bates, on a point of order, 
asked if they were discussing the Belfast 
Corporation or this bill. 

Mr. Kyle said that he was assuming that 
the Government were retaining the powers in 
the Act to appoint these Commissioners. No 
local authorities in Northern Ireland were 
now deliberately . setting themselves up 
against the Government. In so far as the 
Government of the country was concerned, he 
thought that that had gone into the limbo 
of forgotten things. Therefore, the only 
reason for continuing the Act must be the 
one that he suggeested. ” 

THE GOVERNMENT'S VIEW. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that he was afraid 
that Mr. Kyle did not understand the terms 
of the Act. It was suggested that the Act 
was only for one year, but he (Sir Dawson 
Bates) had learned a good deal during the 
past six years. The Act applied to all authori- 
ties who refused, or were unable. to carry 
out their duties. and, as a result of this very 
valuable Act, the Government were able to 
take over the duties of no less than twenty- 
three Councils who refused to function. Had 
the Act not been on the Statute Book the 
Government would have been powerless to 
protect the ratepayers. 

With regard to the Belfast Corporation, as 
matters now stand, he was advised that the 
question of appointing Commissioners could 
not be done under this particular Act. 


THE NATIONALIST COUNCILS. 

Mr. Devlin contended that the Act was 
being continued in order. to suppress 
Nationalist Councils in Visiter, 

Sir Dawson Bates—-I did not say that. 

Mr. Devlin—No, that is not what you said, 
but 1 am saying it for you. 

Sir Dawson Bates—I referred to a local 
authority which has not a single Nationalist 
on it, 

Mr. Devlin maintained that the Act was 
pot for dealing with Councils incapable of 
discharging their duties, but for the purpose 
of suppressing those who were politically 
antagonistic to the Northern Government, 

Sir Dawson Bates—It is to deal with local 
authorities who refuse to carry out their 
duties. 

Mr. Devlin—Not a sipgle local authority 
pee suppressed for refusing to carry out its 
duties. 

Proceeding, he said that they had refused 
to carry out the instructions of the Minister 
of Home Affairs. It was no part of “their 
civic duties to say '- Hallalujah” to thé 
Ulster Unionist Council, It was their duty 
to discharge their duties in the interest of 
those who elected them. The Minister had 
boasted that 25 of these Councils were gup- 
pressed. That was a magnificent achieve- 
ment. The Donaghadee Urban Council asked 
for the appointment of a Commissioner, and 
the Minister refused. This body called for 
the executioner, but the Minister locked up 
the cuillotine, He regarded the. Act as a 
political instrument to be used against 
political opponents. and not for the purpose 
for which it should be nseed—namely, for the 
purnose of securing clean .and honest ad. 
ministration in municipal affairs. 

The amendrifent was defeated by 25 votes 
to nine, 


SPECIAL POWERS. 

Mr. William McMullan (Labour) moved an 
amendment to exclude from the bill the Civil 
Authorities (Special Powers) Act, Northern 
Ireland, 1922. He said that wanted some- 
one to answer the question, what emergency 
still exists, or where it was, or whether 
there was any justification for the retention 
of this Act. It would be agreed that the 
country was peaceful, and he was glad to 
be able to tell the House that all political 
parties in Southern Ireland were constitu- 
tional. The only rebels in Ireland at the 
moment were the Ulster Unionist Labour 
Association—({laughter)—and they did not 
count, It was said that there might be 
trouble at any time, but his judgment was 
as good and his vision as clear as that of 
other people, and, after travelling extensively 
in Southern Ireland quite recently, he did 
not, see any likelihood of auch trouble. 

_If this legislation interfered with the 
liberty of a single citizen, it should not be 
retained on the Statute Book. He imew of 
an incident where a young man was arrested 

kept in prison for a week, and then 
released without any ion. The 
‘Grdinary law should be sufficient at the pre- 
sent time, and if any other powers were 
rentired later they could he obtained. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that he 
did not see anv necessity for the continuance 
of the Act, which was passed at a time of 
disturbance when, no doubt, it was ned

THE FREE STATE ACT. 

Sir Robert Lynn (Unionist) said that three 
months ago the Free State Government found 
it necessary. to pass a more stringent Act, and 
during the discussiéns that ‘took place it 
Was stated by the Free State President that 
the force they were fighting against—the 
Republicans—had two battalions in Belfast, 
who were working to create trouble in the 
State. If there was peace in ‘Northern Ire 
land at the moment it was due to the fact 
that this Act had been in operation, and it 
could nok possibly affect any law-abiding 
citizen. It would not be put into operation 
unless occasion demanded it. 

Mr, 8. Kyle (Labour) said that that was 
an argument used by the tyrants on every 
possible occasion. He thought that the Act 
should be removed from the Statute Book, as 
it would be better that all the people should 
be represented in the House at the earliest 
possible moment. — All the representatives of 
the people were now meeting together in the 
Dublin House, and if they in Belfast made 
the position clear the same situation would 
probably arise, and then they would have 
the privilege of hearing the Prime Minister’s 
colleague for Down (Mr. de Valera) inside 
the House instead of outside it. (Laughter.). 

Sir R. Lynn— You are overlooking the fact 
that what brought the Republicans into the 
Dail was a more stringent Safety Act than 
the one before the House. 

Mr. Kyle maintained that there was a con- 
spiracy of silence from the Front Govern- 
ment Bench on the question, and he pro- 
tested against this, not only on this occasion, 
but on previous occasions. They appeared 
to think that it was sufficient to march their 
army into the division lobby. 

WHY PEACE HAD COME, 

Mr. Joseph Devlin (Nationalist) also pro- 
tested against the silence of members of the 
Government on the matter. . If they were 
unable to defend themselves under normal 
circumstances what could they expect under 
abnormal circumstances. ey were busy 
outside speaking on election platforms, but 
they were not so active in the House. 

“I would like to know,” Mr. Devlin said, 
“if it is the new policy of the Government 
to sit silently and listen to the speeches from 
this side of the House, and decline to say 
anything’? If this is to be a Parliament 
someone must speak. am graí Some day 
or another the guestion will arise as to the 
necessity for the existence of this Parlia- 
ment, and I think that the policy of silence 
will deal it a fatal blow when this occasion 
arises ?’’ 

Mr. Devlin went on to say that he ob- 
jected to Coercion Acts in any shape or form, 
but he thought that the meanest form of 
coercion was to pass a temporary measure to 
take advantage of a temporary difficulty for 
the purpose of fashioning and putting into 
existence a coercive measure, and when the 
difficulty had passed away endeavouring to 
make it pérmanent.. Why did they not bring 
forward a permanent Ceercion Act, and leave 
it there? | 

‘* Everyone believes,” Mr. Devlin went or, 
““that peace exists in Belfast. I do not be- 
lieve that this. is due. to the conduct of 
the Government or to the vigorous legislation 
of the Government, but to’the awakened 
consciousness of all sections 6f the people, 
who now recognise that there can be no 
liberty or progress without a general recogni- 
tion of each other’s mghts and liberties. 
That .peace has. come 1s due to the good 
sense of the people, and not to your 
coercive legislation, '. i 

Mr. Devlin went onjto say’ that under the 
Act the Government, could arrest people and 
put them in jail without trial; “They could 
deport them without giving them any reason. 
They could take hold of the life and liberty 
of the citizen and use it as they chóse, and 
give no reason. If at the present moment 
certain people came into Ulster they would 
be put in prison, and the Government would 
give no reasons for;sdoing so, That was 
opposed to the spirit of the age. They had 
no right in time of peace to continue on the 
Statute Book this irritating and useless Act, 
which gave an impression to political 
opponents that it was kept there for the pur- 
pose of showing hostility to them because 
they did not agree with the political party in 


power. 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Mr. A. B. Babington, Attorney-General, 
replying, said that the Act was fully debated 
on previous occasions, and no new arguments 
had been advanced as to why the Act should 
not be continued. He had not heard any 
allegation that the Act had operated harshly 
on any member of the Opposition or their 
supporters. He denied that the Act had 
been used against political opponents of the 
Government. But for the Act the members 
of the Opposition would not be in their seats 
and aithis would the members of the Go- 
vernment be in the House. In 1922, in sx 
months, there were 159 murders, 350 people 
were wounded, and property worth millions 
was destroyed by fire and arson. The Act 
had put an end to this. Although the Go- 
vernment. was not unduly cuaweheumtee, it 
considered that it was its duty to take no 
risks. He could not help feeling that a 
number of the people who were engaged in 
the trouble of 1921-22, and who were respon- 
sible for these crimes, were still with them, 
impenitent. 

“We know,’” he said, ‘‘ that there are large 
quantities of arms still unaccounted for, and 
large quantities of ammunition, and unless 
this emergency legislation is retained the 
Government feels that by some change on 


"the political horizon, or some internal up’ 


heaval, it may be faced with a similar emer- 
gency, and they cannot see their way to 
allow this emergency legislation to disappear 
off the Statute Book.’’ 

Mr. McMullan strongly refuted the sugges- 
tions that the Opposition, or some of their 
supporters, wanted to engage in irregularities. 
He had no responsibility for the bloodshed 
that had occurred in the North, and had 
never handled a firearm in his life. That was 
far more than could be said by the majority 
of those occupying seats on the Government 
benches. They were told that there were 
arms in Northern Ireland. He did not 
attempt to justify that state of affairs, but 
he said that that should not be taken as an 
excuse for continuing the Act. Why did they 
not collect the arms? His knowledge of the 
country did not lead him to the conclusion 
that the Attorney-General had come to. 


“ THE BELFAST BATTALION.” 

Sir Robert Lynn said that he had just been 
handed the official report of the debate in 
the Free State Parliament on the 26th July 
last, when President Cosgrave pointed out 
that there was an irregular army in the 
South of Ireland, and said: “I may, perhaps, 
add that this organisation has extended its 
activities to Northern Ireland, a Belfast 
battalion being in existence.” 

“That is,” Sir Robert added, “ the irregu-

UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE NORTH.

was Chairman. The centres of. education, 
art, the various professions, industry and 
commerce, the Senate and the Dail were 
represented. The Provost of Trinity College, 
the Vice-Chancellor (Lord Glenavy), and’ the 
Fellows and Professors;.also the representa- 
tives of medicine, surgery, etc., were in their 
robes, and were preceded by mace-bearers, 
with draped maces, 

The Service was deeply impressive. The 
procession was led by Dr. George H. P. 
Hewson, organist and choirmaster, and the 
choir, chanting the sentences from the Barial 
Service, “I am the Resurrection and the 
Life,’” ete. (Crofts). Then followed the 
clergy, Bishop Plunket, the Dean of St 
Patrick's, and the Archbishop oí Dublin, 
carrying his pastoral staff. 

Psalms 90 (‘‘Lord, Thou hast been our 
Refuge”) and 23 (“The Lord is my Shep- 
hera *’) were then sung. 

The Hon. and Right Rev. Bishop Plunket 
read the chapter from Ist Corinthians, 
beginning with the verse: *‘ Now is Christ 
risen from the dead.”

Further sentences and prayers were chanted, 
and the hymn, ‘‘ Jerusalem the Golden,”’ was 
sung by the choir, the congregation joining 
in the singing.

COST OF FERMANAGH 
SCHEME. 

At a meeting of the County Fermanagh 
Agricultural Committee. the we Ail for the 
coming year was drawn up. The total cost of 
the scheme was £5,746, of which the county 
RE £950. The allocations were as follow :— 
nstruction in agriculture, £711; winter agri- 
cultural classes, £30; scholarships for boys 
and girls, £210; horticulture and bee-keeping, 
£577; poultry instruction and stations, £619; 
cow-testing associations, £100; premiums to 
stallions, £185; bulls, £560; boars, £150; 
subsidies to shows, £90; cottage and farm 
gardening, £60; administrative expenses, 
£470, and superannuation, £173. 

The Ministry's Inspector said that there 
was a sum ear-marked for another supervisor 
in agriculture in poor districts. Fermanagh 
had two supervisors, and, if the Committee 
did not take the third, he would go to 
Antrim. It would cost the county nothing. 
It was agreed to accept the Ministry's offer. 

Mr. Montgomery Irwin, J.P., referred to 
the revival of flax-growing in the county, the 
new discoveries of Dr. Pritchard, and the 
great improvement in the new seed. Dr. 
Pritchard's discovery was to be exploited by 
a new Scottish company with a million eapitaÍ. 
The discovery. would obviate half the diffi- 
culties of pins and scutching; also the new 
seed would yield 20 per cent: increase. With 
other forms of farming not paying, something 
Should’ be done to revive flax-growing, which 
used to pay. It was decided to consider at 
next meeting the trial of experimental plots 
of flax in various parts in the county.

PROGRESS IN INTERNATIONAL 


WORK. 


Mrs. Corbett Ashby, the President of the 
International Alliance’ of Women for Suffrage 
and Equal Citizenship, addressed a meeting 
held on Tuesday night, under the auspices of 
the National Council of Women of Tnlend. 
in the drawingrooms of 89 Merrion square, 
laced at the disposal of the Council by Mrs. 

ewley. : 

She gavo an interesting account of the pro- 
gress of women in national a and in 
that great international parliament which 
meets annually in Geneva. The Covenant of 
the Leagud of Nations and the constitution 
of the International Labour Organisation, as 
laid down in the Treaty of Versailles, she 
pointed out, made special provision for the 
gi AT of women to posts on the staff 
and for the nomination of women as delegates 
t the Assembly. of the League and to the 
conferences of the International Labour Orga- 
nisation. 

Mrs. Corbett. Ashby was quite emphatic 
that women had come to stay in public life, 
but that their work could no longer be con- 
fined to questions affecting women and chil- 
dren only and to matters of minor social re- 
form. Women were prepared to take their 
place and to pull their weight on questions 
of peace and war, on disarmament, and on 
those major questions that in the past were 
subject to man’s wisdom only. 

The speaker reviewed briefly the political 
and economic position of women throughout 


‘the world—in the Scandinavian countries, in 


English-speaking countries, in those countries 
that regained their nationhood since the war, 
in. the Latin countries, and in the East. 

Professor Mary Hayden presided, and Mrs.

A BAD HARVEST MONTH.

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BRITISH TRADE 
IMPROVING. 
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EXPORTS AND IMPORTS UP. 
The British Board of Trade returns for 
September show imports at £101,427,440, an 
increase of £11,327,416 on August, and 
British exports . £60,487,645, an advance of 
£1,077,313 on the previous month. 

In exports for the month, compared with 
September, 1926, there are all round increases 
in the three main classifications of food, raw 
materials, and manufactured articles. Taking 
the full total, there appears to be a slight 
falling off in imports. This is mainly due to 
decreased purchases of coal, while our ‘coal 
exports have greatly increased. The same 
factor applies to the total for the first nine 
months of the year. Imports of raw mate- 
rials for the nine months declined by 
£16,439,000 in the net result. There was a 
fall of £8,403,000 in the purchase of raw 
cotton and cotton waste, one of the very few 
adverse factors, while our imports of wood 
and timber went up by £8,685,000. Pur- 
chasers of manufactured articles for the same 
eine show a net increase of £13,524,000. 

i Coming to exports for the nine months, a 
oalkcing figure for coal sales—no less than 
£18,273,000—is nearly wholly responsible for 
a net increase in exports of raw materials of 
£20;127,000. The net increase in our ship- 
ments overseas of manufactured articles for 

nine months was £1,550,000. Here a 
falling off of £10,793,000 in cotton yarns and 

anulactures pulls down what would have 
been an excellent total, including, as it does, 
increased exports of iron and steel manufac- 
tures to the amount of 27,943,000. —.

SHARP FALL IN CELANESE. 


AN ADVERSE DECISION IN 
BRUSSELS. 


By a decision of the Court of Arbitration 
at Brussels, the Tubize Company has won the 
decision in the right to use celanese processes 
in Belgium and other European countries. 

Tubize shares experienced a sharp rise when 
the decision was announced. 

The Court of Arbitration was called upon 
to decide in the dispute between Dr. Henry 
Dreyfus, chairman of the British Celanese 
Company, and the Tubize Company concerp- 
ing the latter’s rights in the use of celanese 
processes, 

Tubize Artificial Silk Factories was incor- 
porated in Belgium in 1900, and has an issued 
capital of Fes.25,200,000. In 1922 right to.use 
acetate of cellulose process was acquired by 
agreement with Dreyfus-Clavel group and the 
then British Cellulose. The company operates 
in America through a subsidiary. 

The board oF British Celanese, Litd., 

contrary to rumours, the 
decision of the Arbitration Court in Brussels 
only concerns certain Continental rights which 
were never in possession of British Celanese, 
Ltd., but belong to the Dreyfus-Clavel group. 
This decision, therefore; does not in any way 
afiect British Celanese, Ltd., or its exclusive 
rights for the manufacture and sale of 
celanese in Great Britain and throughout the 
British Empire, with the exception of Canada. 

Anticipations of a wild market in British 
Celanese Ordinary Shares were quickly ful. 
filled when the Pendon Stock Exchange 
opened yesterday morning. 

The normal course of dealing was so dis. 
organised by the anxiety of holders to realise 
that the actual quotation was difficult to 
ascertain at any given moment. 

At one time, however, the price of the ten 
shilling shares was down to ay representing 
a decline of fully £1 on Tuesday’ s closing 
figure, although a recovery to over 4} took 
place a few minutes later.
